FIVE ARRESTS ARE MADE 





Lichtenfels Brothers, Among 
Prisoners, Deny Knowledge 
of Goods in Their Place. 





Detectives under Captain McQueeny of 
the Tenderloin district and Captain 
Wines of the Bronx Detective Bureay, 
at six o'clock last eyening descended 
on the wholesale grocery establishment 
ef William Ljichtenfels, at 144th Street 
and Willis Avenue, confiscated three 
truek loads of jewelry, surgical instru- 
ments and dry goods, which the detee- 
tives valued at between $75,000 and 
$100,000, and arrested the proprietor, his 
brother, Emi], and three other men on 
suspicion of being concerned in a series 
of thefts from lofts and trucks in the 
Chelgea, district in the last month. 

The five prisoners and the merchandise 
found in the place were taken te the 
West Twentieth Street station, where 
the Idehtenfels brothers and the other 
Meh Were locked up. According to Cap- 
tain McQueeny, Detective Sergeant 
Peter Carmody, in charge of the detec- 
tives of the West Twentieth Street sta- 
tion, received information seyeral days 
ago that several known criminals were 
geen entering Lichtenfels’s egtablishment 
in the Bronx with several bundles. He 
assigned Detectives Hook, Ford and 
Callahan to investigate the matter, and 
yesterday afternoon they reported they 
had seen several suspicious men enter 
a storeroom occupied by the firm in 
Hast 144th Street near Willis Avenue. 

Detective Carmody communicated with 
Captain McQueeny, and word was gent 
to Captain Wines in the Brenx to have 
half a dozen of his detectives watch 
the place with Hook, Ford and Callahan 
until the arrival of Captain McQueeny 
and Carmody, The detectives said last 
night that when they entered the greeery 
establishment, and informed the pro- 
prieter they believed stolen property 
could be feynd there, Lichtenfels besame 
indignant, said he had been in business 
there for twenty-two years and was 
President of the Bronx Wholesale 
Grocerg’ Association. While Lichtenfels 
was protesting against their assertion, 
the detectives said, James Snell of 433 
West Bighteenth Street and George 
Miller of Fiftieth Street and Tenth Aye- 
nue drove up to the'corner, ef 143d Street 
and Willis Avenue and hurried towgrd 
the grocery house. 

Detective John Sullivan of the Alex- 
ander <Avenye Station was standing 
guard outside Lichtenfels’s establishment 
‘when the taxicab appeared, and when 
he saw the ttwo men enter the plage he 
grabbed them. Captains McQueeny and 
Wines and some of the other detectives 
ran outside, they said, in time tg see 
two other men jump out of the taxicab 
and disappear. Carmody said He recog- 
nized Snell, and two detectives were 
hurried down the block to take posges- 
sien of the taxicab. They feund the 
motor running, they said. 

In the meantife Snell and Miller were 
taken inside the grocery, and a third 
man, whose identity ig withheld by the 
police, appeared. The detectives ggid 
they searched Snell and found on him 
400 imitation geld necklaces, ghout 
which he refuged to talk. Captain Mc- 
Queeny then decided to search the 
whole egtblishment, and in the stere- 
Feom on the 144th Street side, he gaid, 
he found eighteen rolis of raw silk, egch 
weighing 100 pounds; two dozen jarge 
packages of dry goeds. several large 
cases of surgigal instruments, autemo- 
bile tires and a variety of other mer- 
chandise. ; 

The tags on all the packages and gages 
had been removed, the detectives de- 
clatred. They assert that when they 


they pwned the stuff found in the place 
they declared they had never seen it be- 
fore, didn’t knew how it got into their 
establishment and certainly didn't 
own it. 

Captain MeQueeny deeided that tho 
property had been stolen fpom lofts and 
trucks in the Chelsea district, and he 
placed the Lichtenfels ayd the three 
other men under arrest. He dannoynged 
last night at the West Twentieth Street 
station that he would notify certain 
firms in his district to be at the station 
house this morning to see if they eoyld 
identify any of the'merchandise as. prep- 
erty stolen from them. The -priganers 
will be arraigned in Jefferson Market 
Court, and the g@etectiyes will ask that

With the indictment and arrest yes- 
terday of Detective John J. Gunson, a 
member of the staff of Inspector Domi- 
nick Henry of the Fourth Ingpection 
District, charged with bribery and ex- 
tertion on the complaint of Mrs. Rebecca 
Melyado, it was announced by Assistant 
District Attorney James BD, Smith that 
an investigation was under way involv- 
ing fourteen persons, mainiy ‘plain 
elethes '’ men, a bondsman or two and 
a lawyer. Additional indictments are 
expected. . 
The investigation, according ta Mr. 
Smith, has already disclosed that wo- 
men seeking to lead blameless lives were 
hounded from tl-eir positions by detect- 
{yes in order that they might divide their 
earnings with the officers. Mr. Smith 
promised startling revelations into the 
relations existing between certain de- 
tectives and women companions. 
Shortly before 1 o'clock this morning 
detectives of the District Attorney's of- 
fice held two women ag material wit- 
nesses in the cage against Gunson. They 
were taken at the instance of Mr. Smith 
and were locked up in the West Forty- 
seventh Street Police Station. The wo- 
men described themselves as Mrs. Mary 
Brown and Miss Florence Bennett. 

Mrs. Melyado told the Grand Jury of | 
her alleged relations with Gunson, since

“ Frame-Up,” _ Detective Says. 
Prior to his arraignment before Judge 
James T. Malone, in General Sessions 
yesterday, Gunson declared the case a 
** frame-up from start to finish.’’ 

‘= never knew anything about this 
matter until the warrant was served on 
me,’’ he said. ‘' The charges are ridicu- 
lous. The only woman of the three I 
know is Rose Gonzalez, known as 
‘Spanish Rose.’ You can find out who 
ehe is by looking up her record. I am 
@ married man with a wife and child, 
and have never been away from home 
twenty-four hours at a time,” 

Ball was fixed at $5,000 by Judge 
Malone after Gunson pleaded not guilty. 
It was furnished by a surety company. 

Gunson was arrested on a bench war- 
rant executed by Detective Edward 
Rayens of the District Attorney's offi¢e. 
At the West Sixty-eighth Street Station 
it was said that Gunson had been on 
duty in the district three years, and 
that his record had been excellent. Gun- 
gon was the target of much criticism 
last Summer as a result of arresting 
Lillian Kohn and Sallie Kobin, against 
whom he made serious charges. They 
were exonerated by Judge Otto Rosal- 
sky. Gunson also was exonerated at 
@ police trial growing out ef the ar- 
Fests. 

fhe specific charge in the indictment 
gecuses Gunson of asking and receiving 
$50 from Mrs. Melyade on Oct. 15, 1917, 
promising that he would neglect his duty 
ef hunting down vice offenders. 

Says She Gave Gunson $5,000. 

According to Mrs. Melyado, she gave 
Gunson sums aggregating $5,000 in three 
years and from time to time made him 
gifts of clothes, ties, a gold belt buckle, 
silk shirts and a turquoise ring and that 
when they’ went to a theatre or res- 
taurant she always paid the bills. 

Mra. Melyado, a young woman of at- 
tractive appearance, said she was born 
in Tampico, Mexico, and received her 
education in London and the University 
gf Kansas, specializing. in languages. She 
said ghe spoke seven languages and was

WASHINGTON, March 3.— Though 
Senate leaders are unanimous in de- 
claring that the Peace Treaty is dead, 
difficulty is being encountered in giving 
tors to Stop talking Yongenough today 
to let the Sepate yote on the reserya- 
tions, and thus complete the ebsequies 
in the briefest possible time, prevented 
any action. .

Sen- 
ator Borah, by pre-arrangement with 
some Democratic irrecancilables, an- 
nounced in the courge of a speech that 
he expected to see every Democratic 
Senator vete for ratification with the 
Lodge reseryations in the end. The 
treaty would be ratified, Mr, Borah de- 
clared, with the aid of the Democrats, 
and then President Wilson would “ send 
it back with seme new interpretation of 
the Monrae Doctrine.'’ 

Senator Reed also tried to incense the 
Demeerats by deliyering the most 
vitriolic speech he has yet made, fling- 
ing violent phrases at the head of Sena- 
tor Hitehceck, whem he compared to a 
“brass monkey,” and otherwise assailed 
after Mr. Hitchcock had stated that the 
present Governments of Buropean na- 
tions were democracies.

LONDON, March 3.—The Peace Con- 
ference, which has been sitting here for 
the last two weeks, adjourned this 
evening. Millerand has been unable to 
return here from Paris and Nitti will 
leave fon Italy tomorrow morning. The 
conference of foreign Ministers, under 
the Presidency of Lord Curzon, will, 
however, continue to meet at the Foreign 
Office, and will finish the drafting of 
the Turkish treaty and deal with the 
questions arising from the Hungarian 
settlement.

House Approves Ratification,

Earlier in the day the Senate voted 
not to reconsider its action of Monday 
when, voting on Senate resolution No. 
1, it rejected ratification 15 to 18, The 
vote not to reconsider stood 14 to 14. 
Senators Burr and Frazier, who were 
urged by President Wilson to support 
suffrage, did not respond to the Presi- 
dent's request. They are the only two 
Democratic Senators who opposed it. 

As things stand now suffrage is de- 
feated in West Virginia regardless of 
the approval of the lower house as, 
under a constitutional rule, the Senate 
cannot take up the House resolytion for 
reconsideration, having twice rejected 
suffrage.

Contends Inquiry Went Outside 
Charges as Stated by Ouster 
Resolution. 





ASSERTS PARTY ISON TRIAL 





Assemblymen’s _ Counsel _Deciares 
Decision to Unseat Them Would 
Be-Gain for Socialism.

ALBANY, Mareh 3.—Morris Hillquit, 
chief counsel for the suspended Socialist 
Assemblymen, spoke before the As- 
sembly Judiciary Committee today ior 
more ,than, six hours in summing up 
their defense. He called the testimony 
against them “a lie in its soul and in 
substance,’”’” and denounced the suspen- 
sion and investigation as an atteanpt— 
the first in the history of this country 
and of the world—to outlaw a political 


party. 

He closed his long argumert, which 
had ‘several hundred auditors, with the 
statement that the ‘testimony taken ‘and 
all the arguments by counsel amountei 
to little but “a delightful, and let us 
hope, somewhat usefulsacademic discus- 
sion of the tenets, merits and demerits 
of Socialism.”’ He pronounced the pro- 
ceeding a gfave political blunder and 
added thai ne did not know of anything 
that would more greatly benefit the 
Socialist party than an adverse decision. 

‘‘ But remember,” he added, ‘‘ that we 
are a rival political party. Your politi- 
cal mistakes are our political gain, your 
political ruin, will help our political up- 
building, and we cannot conceive of a 
more flagrant political ani moral wrong 
than the unseating of these five men.” 

Mr. Hillquit read the ouster resolution 

embodying the charges against the So- 
cialists, and contended the Judiciary 
Committee was limited 4n the scope of 
its inquiry to what that resolution con- 
tained. He charged Chairman Martin 
of the Judiciary Committee with inject- 
ing new charges, including those that 
the Socialists were committed to the 
forcible overthrow of the, United States 
Government and conspiring with other 
party members to that end; that they 
were affiliated with a party pledged to 
the substitution of minority for majori- 
ty rule, and that by voice and vote in 
public and private they had sought to 
hamper a successful prosecution of the 
war. 
‘“‘In the resolution there is not a 
word, not an inference that would hold 
these men individually guilty of miscon- 
duct,’’ he said. The attack on their fail- 
ure to vote. for certain military appro- 
priations and the assertion that they 
had made it an atm to substitute the 
Soviet form of government-here for that 
existing were projected into the investi- 
gation in Chairman Martin's statement, 
counsel asserted. 

‘Imagine for a moment,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘ a defendant brought into court 
on a charge of larceny, the_ District 
Attorney trying him~for forgery and 
the Judge submitting the case to the 
jury upon the ‘theory of arson and the 
jjury perhaps bringing in a verdict of 
assault and battery. This is practically 
what you are confronted with, for the 
evidence, such as it is, does not at all 
eonform with the charges.’’ 

Counsel’ for the _ prosecution had 
gleaned from Socialist literature and 
utterances every foolish or compromis- 
ing statement they could find, and had 
wrenehed it from its context and put 
it into the record to serve the purposes 
of the committee, he said. Their wit- 
nesses, for the most part, were igno- 
rant of the real tenets and purposes of 
Socialism, or like Peter Collins of the 
Knights of Columbus, prejudiced and 
intolerant.

Trip Supposed to be Preliminary to 
His Leaving Washington for 
Convalescence.

WASHINGTON, March 3.—President 
Wilson went motor riding today for the 
first time in five months. It was his 
first appearance outside the ‘White 
House grounds since a few days after 
his return to Washington, a sick man, 
at the end of September. He took a few 
motor rides in the week following his 
breakdown, but was obliged to take to 
his bed in the early days of October. ~ 

The Springlike weather, coincident 
with the marked improvement in the 
President’s condition, ardused in him a 
desire to get out of doors. Yesterday, 
when the air had a balmy softness, he 
expressed a desire to take a motor ride, 
and while it was intended at first to 
grant his wisn the plan was abandoned 
for some unexplained reason when his 
motor car was at the rear door of the 
White House awaiting him. Today he re- 
newed the request and Mrs. Wilson and 
Rear Admiral Grayson acquiesced. 

Leaning on a cane the President was 
assisted into a closed car at the rear 
entrance of the White House by Rear 
Admiral Grayson. Mrs. Wilson was al- 
ready inside and the physician joined 
them. The President wore a gray 
sweater under a medium-weight over- 


coat. He sat on the rear seat with Mrs. 
Wilson, Rear Admiral Grayson facing 
them. A car containing Secret Service 


men followed the President’s car. 

The route was through the Speedway 
and along Potomac Drive, south of the 
White House, and thence down Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue, up Capitol Hill, around 
the Capitol and back to the White 
House. Many people recognized the 
President. Men bowed and women 
waved to him. In passing through the 
Capitol grounds Senator Borah of Idaho, 
one of the uncompromising opponents of 
the President’s League of Nations pol- 
icy, saw him, waved his hand to him 
and smiled broadly. 

The President showed keen interest in 
what he saw. 
had been away from Washington for a 
long time. In passing Centre Market, 
at Pennsylvania Avenue and Seventh 
Street, the President made a remark 
about the high cost of living as he called 
attention to a sign quoting pork at 35 
cents a pound. “That brings it home 
to you when you see a big sign like 
that,’’ he said. : 

The drive .consumed something more 
After the return to the 
White House Rear Admiral Grayson took 
the President’s blood pressure and found 
it normal. The physician said the Presi- 
dent had been benefited by the ride 
and probably would take daily rides for 
a time, the condition of the weather de- 
termining the program. 

Photographers have been waiting for 
weeks at one of the rear gates to the 
White House grounds in the hope of 
getting aechance to snapshot the Presi- 
dent. They were there today, but police- 
men on duty refused to let them take the 
pictures. 

Today’s ride was supposed to be pre- 
liminary to getting the President in con- 
dition to leave Washington for a period 
of convalescence. Where he will go has 
not been determined. The Government 
yacht Mayflower has been refitted and is 
in readiness for the President should it 
oe decided that he should take a water 
trip.

Suspicious of Bolshevist Overtures, 
Which Leave a Way for 
Conquest Open.

PARIS, Mareh 2.,—There are indica- 
tions that a speedy resumption of rela- 
tions between the Allies and Soviet 
Russia is by no means such a certainty 
as many people imagined after last 
week’s decision of the Supreme Council 
in London to send a League of Nations 


Commission into Russia to prepare the 
modus operandi of commercial inter- 
course. 

The first comments of the “ inspired ’’. 
French press were to the effect that 
the London announcement was merely 
an elaborate and “‘ face saving ’’ method 
of granting and recognition to the 
Bolshevist rnment within a brief 
period. There followed a flood of stories 
from Bolshevist or . pro-Bolshevist 
sources about advantageous peace terms 
that the Bolsheviki were said to be of- 
fering to all and sundry. 

It was reported, too, that Poland and 
the Baltic States were about to hold a 
conference at Warsaw with a view to 
following the allied lead by negotiating 
penee ith the Soviets. But during the 
ast few days a somewhat different note 
be heard here. It has 
come to be recognized that the hope. 
which Lloyd Goorwe was said to enter- 
tain of reducing the cost of living in 
Western by utilizing the alleged 
huge stocks Russian wheat and raw 
materials is founded upon delusion. In- 
deed, the first and most notable con- 
fo) sao of the resumption of relations 

een SovietRussia and Hsthonia ap- 
pears to have been a sudden and tre- 
mendous rise in the cost of living in 
the latter country. 


Foch Visit to Warsaw Doubted. 


Meanwhile the Polish Diet has had 
rejected by a big majority the Socialist 
proposal to make peace with the Soviets 


immediately, and an interview printed 
by a French newspaper with the Polish 
President, General Pilsudski, attributing 
to him a desire to end hostilities as soon 
as possible has been repudiated. 

There have been,.too, a series of mys- 
terlous reports that Marshal Foch is 
on the eve of a visit to the Polish capi- 
tal. On each occasion denial has fol- 
lowed, but the report crops up again. 
In the Matin’s dispatch from its Warsaw 
correspondent announcing the Marshal's 
expected arrival and stating that the 
inhabitants are port triumphal 
arches and decorations for his reception 
the correspondent’s interview with Gen- 
é Henrys, the head of the French 
Military Mission in Poland, concludes 
with this significant phrase: ; 

bi Finally,’ said General Henrys with

French Anxious for Poland. 


These curious contradictions seem to 
be an appropriate accompaniment to the 
mass of rumors and inexactitudes which 
cioud the Russian question at present.

Still leas, the article proceeds, 
must Germany be allowed free access 
to Russia now, either under the pretext 
of commercial missions or otherwise, 
lest her help, in default of that of the 
Allies, may be utilized by the Bolshe- 
viki to enable them to crush Poland.

LONDON, March 3.—A Moscow wire- 
less dispatch received here says the pro- 
posed peace conditions with Poland 
have been denounced as extravagant. The 


dispatch adds that Nikolai Lenin, the 
Bolshevist Premier, in a speech at the 
Cossack Congress said: 

‘If the Polish aggressor invades our 
country we will give ‘him a blow that 
will not be forgotten.”’ 


LONDON, March 3.—Poland’s peace 
terms are wholly unacceptable to Rus- 
sia, says George Lafhsbury, former 
Socialist member of the British House 
of Commons, in a dispatch to the Herald, 
the labor organ, from Moscow. 

“They include,’ says the corre- 
spondent, ‘the cession to Poland of a 
large portion of the independent State 
of Latvia and: vast territories belong- 
ing not only to Soviet Russia, but 
other nations bordering on Poland. 
Moreover the Poles demand the separa- 
tion. from Russia of all the smaller 
nationalities inhabiting the former Rus- 
sian Empire, ore rn Poland is to 
assume the protecforate.”’

Ludovici Caminita, editor of, L’Era 
Nouva, a radical newspaper said to be 
the organ'of the Paterson anarchists, 
was held in $10,000 bail, and nine other 
alleged anarchists. arrested several 
weeks ago: in Paterson were held in 
$5,000 bail at yesterday’s session of the 
Board of Special Inqary at Ellis Isl- 
land.

ROYALTIES SUBJECT TO. TAX. 


Roper Rules That They May Not 
Be Classed as Dividends. ...

WASHINGTON, March 3.—Authors, 
artists and others must pay normal 
taxes as well as’ surtaxes upon their 
royalties, according to a ruling issued 
by Daniel C. Roper, Collector of In- 
tcrnal Revenue.

A REPROACH TO THE COUNTRY. 

Government control of the processes 
of aiding crippled soldiers to earn their 
bread in competition with men strong 
and hale has been an egregious and 
shameful failure. So far the result 
has been that several thousand clerks, 
the Vocational Board’s office staff, 
have drawn salaries disproportionately 
large, and employment has been found 
for 217 soldiers out of some 200,000 
who made applications for training. 
It is true that 24,000 men have heen 
entered for the course, but the in-/ 
struction has been mismanaged, al- 
though the example of other nations 
that have had the problem to solve 
might have been followed with ad- 
vantage. The American way. was ‘to 
be independent of foreign methods, 
and to be lost in a maze of red tape 
and cross-purposes; and yet our Vo- 
cational Board had more~money to 
spend’and more human material-with 
which to work out the problem. 

It does not seem too harsh to say 
that the desire to make jobs for place- 
men ‘has been more conspicuous in 
this case than well-directed effdrt to 
do the work of helping the maimed to 
support themselves and hold ‘their

LAMKIN, chief of the di- 
vision of rehabilitation, who called in 
the ‘ hard-boiled '’ order and toned 
it down a bit with a proper sense of 
its offensiveness, once explained a pal- 
pable case of failure on the part of 
the board by saying that ‘‘ some one 
must have fallen down.'’ It is to be 
feared that falling down was the rule 
and not the exception, judging from 
the record. 

Owing largely to the intervention of 
The Evening Post, which has done a 
public service in exposing incompe- 
tency, Congress has at last been 
aroused to action. The Committee 
on Education is to investigate what 
has been both a misconception and a 
misdirection of the offices of human- 
ity, to put the matter charitably, and 
it is to recommend the needed regu- 
lation. The crippled soldier has not 
always, indeed seldom, had a fair 
chance to put his case before the 
board, for he has been a victim of 
the ‘* burden of proof,’’ and the train- 
ing, when it has not been wrong, has 
infrequently had the result intended. 
The Board of Vocational Education 
could be made to function right, and 
Congress must see to it that in future 
there is no ground for complaint, and 
that the problem of aiding the wound- 
ed soldier is really solved.

HELPING GERMANY. 


A few months ago it was proposed 
that Germany should be economically 
boycotted as a means of. increasing its 
military punishment, Now the Su- 
preme Council is considering economic 
assistance to Germany, in kindness to 
the Allies more than in tenderness for 
Germany, we hope. Hate is a more 
difficult policy for the Allies than for 
Germany, and there is much danger 
that Germany may escape something 
of what it ought to suffer. There 
should be no sentiment in deciding 
whether Germany should receive a 
loan of cash or goods in order to én- 
able it to-endure its sentence to hard 
labor and discharge the obligations it 
has assumed to pay for some part of 
the damage it has done. Business 
considerations should control, not. po- 
litical nor sentimental. The assist- 
ance should be given only on terms 
regarding reparation, and on satis- 
factory security. 

Even’a criminal is entitled to hear 
his sentence, and to begin to serve 
his term so that he may count on 
his release. There never will be a 
better time to fix the terms of Ger- 
many’s sentence than now, when it 
is asking favors. The question of se- 
curity is difficult, but not beyond so- 
lution. The war debt of Germany 
makes its Government securities 
nearly worthless, and the reparation 
securities must take precedence of the 
war debt. But there ought to be no 
difficulty about making the advance 
of materials a lien on the goods made 
from the materials, 

France has a right to be restored 
and sustained as Well as Germany, or 
rather more so, and the aid given to 
Germany might be restricted in some 
degree to use in reconstructing the 
regions Germany ravaged, to which 
work and duty Germany has already 
bound itself. The support of Ger- 
man workers on this undertaking ts 
aid to both Germany and her victims. 
The suggestion comes from British 
sources, and that gives an opening to 
suggest that England might set the 
example of helping Germany to help 
itself by restoring to German com- 
merce some of the shipping taken 
from Germany. There is a constantly 
increasing supply of shipping, and 
England and the allied nations might 
profit more by selling existing ship- 
ping to a necessitous buyer than by 
using the deteriorated vessels in 
trade. Engiland’s suggestion ought 
to be more acceptable to'the neutrals 
than to the belligerents. The neutrals 
have borne the least share of the 
war's burdens, and have profited dis- 
proportionately by the war. They are 
further enriching themselves now by 
many. and with other nations on Ger 
many’s account. This advantage will 
grow with Germany's recovery from 
prostration. If the neutrals do not 
lead the way, they are blind to their 
own interests and should be persuaded 
to do their duty, if others are to do 
theirs.

As @ matter of fact, the 
strike was revolutionary in its pur- 
pose and intention. The Federation 
of Labor unions had largely fallen 
into the hands of radicals from Russia 
and of I. W. .W.'s. The revolu- 
tionary element controlled a largs 
number of the unions and the Central 
Labor Council composed of the heads 
of the unions. A Soviet government 
was the aim behind the strike. As OLE 
Hanson, the Mayor who sqyelched 
this strike, said, ‘‘the sympathetic 
‘* revolution was called in the exact 
‘*manner as was the revolution in 
** Petrograd,’’ Practically every indus- 
try was stopped. The syndicalists 
and the anarchists in charge ofthe 
strike were good enough to except 
certain necessaries — lighting, water, 
and so on.‘ The city government re- 
fused to accept any exemptions. It 
insisted on maintaining law and order. 
Mr. Hanson organized a force of 1,000 
extra policemen, drméd them: with 
rifles and shotguns, and ‘‘ told them 
‘to shoot on wight any one causing 
** disorder.’’ 

So the attempted revolution ceased 
to revolve, really lasted only two 
days, though technically it lasted five. 
The following March Seattle showed 
what it thought of Soviet aspirations 
‘by re-electing three Councilmen over 
candidates approved by the radical 
labor leaders. HucGH M. CaLDWsLL, 
sometime a Major in the A. E. F., 
was elected Mayor last Tuesday by a 
majority of nearly 17,000 votes over 
James Duncan, Secretary of the Seat- 
tle Central Labor Council, leader of 
last year’s communist-anarchist, dic- 
tatorship-of-the-proletariat adventure. 
Major Catpwert’s majority is the 
greatest ever given to a candidate for 
Mayor of Seattle. There, in what 
seemed a hotbed and experiment sta- 
tion of revolutionary violence and 
class government a little more than 
@ year ago, the forces of conservatism 
and Americanism are too strong and 
victorious: to be challenged again by 
their enemies, by dangerous aliens or 
the partisans of dangerous alien theo- 
ries, 

What is true of Seattle is true of 
every, other American community, of 
the whole United States. The Massa- 
chusetts election was a faithful in- 
dicator of sentiment in all parts of 
the country. In France and England, 
likewise, this reaction against the 
Russian gospel and its propaganda and 
apostles in other countries is appar- 
ent; and nowhere more apparent than 
among the members of trade unions, 
sometimes misled and too often mis- 
represented by wild-flaming chiefs 
who mistake violence for energy. 
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THE COLLEGE AS A FOOL KILLER. 


It is possible that in declaring col- 
leges. to. be among ‘‘ the greatest fool 
killers in the country '’ Mr.’ J. Ocpsn 
ARMOUR overestimates their prowess. 
‘“‘If a man is incurably a fool,’’ he 
says, ‘‘a college education renders 
‘“‘him considerably less objection- 
‘* able.’’ But Mr. ARmour has obviously 
in mind only one of the many species 
of fatuity. His comparison is between 
** the fool who obtains his education 
‘* amid the white lighta and the man 
‘* who gets the white lights mixed up 
‘* with a little collegiate life.’’ It is 
a case of the ‘* Broadway sport’’ 
against the ‘' college sport,’’ and un- 
questionably there is something to be 
said for the aureate manners acquired 
on the Gold Coast. But not all moon- 
calves are gilded. Mr. ARMOUR seems 
to have mislaid the old saw as to the 
clever fool. 

Only the other day Mr. JoHN Hars 
HAMMOND, likewise speaking at New 
Haven, said: ‘‘ Today ambition, thor- 
‘*oughness and earnestness are bad

and the best _uvailable men in the 
field. Only by a thorough organiza- 
tion of its life, both social and intel- 
lectual, and by making the two inter- 
penetrate and blend, can the college 
become really efficient as a fool killer.

like the one that has succeeded Czarism 
in Russia.

Counsel Says Senate Measure Would 








Annihilate Foreign Papers Here. 
WASHINGTON, March 3.—Passage of 
the Senate bill to bar foreign language 
newspapers from second-class mailing 
privileges would result in the almost 
complete annihilation of the foreign lan- 
guage press, it is declared, in a brief 
submitted today to the members of the 
Senate Committee on Post Offices and 
Post Roads. 

The brief in opposition to the measure 
was drawn up by Louis Marshall of New 
York for the Interracial Council and 
the American Association of Foreign 
Language Newspapers. It questions the 
constitutionality of the measure and 
states that were Congress vested with 
the power to exclude the foreign-lan- 


privileges sound public policy would dic- 
tate the non-exertion of such power. 
The “proposed discrimination,” it 
adds, would, deprive the country of the 
most natural and most effective agency 
for spreading Americanism among the 
foreign’ born, many of whom cannot 
speak English and are dependent on 
fcreign-language papers for such infor- 
mation they obtain as to the Govern- 
ment and general subjects. 
Approximately 1,500 newspapers and 
magazines printed in virtually every for- 
eign language, with a ciroulation aggre- 
gating 8,000,000, are affected by the pro- 
posed legislation.

The Charter directs that the amounts

DIMMOCK COMPANY 
ATTACKS SHIP BOARD 


Says Bankruptcy Petition Is Un- 
just and Was Move to Offset 
Damage Suits. 





F. D. Dimmick & Co., Inc., has issued 
a Statement asserting that the involun- 
tary petition in bankruptcy filed against 
that company on March 2, 1920, by the 
United States Shipping Board Emer- 
gency Fleet Corporation is unjust and 
without cause and that the firm does not 
pwe one dollar to any creditor. Imme- 
diate steps have been taken, ‘the state- 
ment says, to vacate the petition and 
start legal proceedings for damages 
against’ those responsible for its- issu- 
ance. 

The statement asserts that the claim 
of the Emergency Fleet Corporation for 
$1,500,000 against the shipping company 
has_no just basis and that. the bank- 
-ruptcy proceedings were taken by the 
Federal organization in an effort to 
effect the settlement of suits for dam- 
ages totalling $514,019, which the com- 
pany .has filed against the Hmergency 
Fleet Corporation. 

The Dimmick Company says that late 
in 1918 it opened negotiations with the 
United States Shipping Board to char- 
ter ten wooden vessels at a hire of 
$25,000 a month for each ship. When 
the. negotiations were opened, it is al- 
leged, the established transatlantic 
cargo rates of the Shipping Board aver- 
aged $66 per ton. 

On Jan. 15, 1919, two days after the 
ten charters were mutually signed, says 
the Dimmick Company, the Shipping 
Board announced that its overseas — 
had been cut to $28 per ton. The Dim- 
mick Company inferred that the sudden 
drop in rate had not been altogether 
fair to them as_ charterers. They 
pointed out that the last of the ten 
steamers was not delivered until.the end 
of July last. After giving a long and 
detailed account of its transactions with 
the Bmergency Fleet Corporation, 
chiefly concerning the chartering of ten 
wooden steamships, the statement con- 
cludes: 

““It may not be amiss to add that the 
blunders and mismanagement of. the 
United States Shipping rs 
gency Fleet Corporation are well

WASHINGTON, March 3.—Two 
earthquakes occurred in the South 
Pacific Ocean last Saturday, result- 
ing in the breaking of both Sonth 
American cables; according to in- 
formation received today in Wash- 
ington.

Reconstruction Commission Urges 
Control of the Supply in 
Larger Cities. 





ALBANY, March 3.—Efforts to con- 
trol and reduce 'the high cost. of living 
thus far have failed to improve the situ- 
ation, Governor Smith declared in a 
message to the Legislature today urging 
legislation affecting the production and 
distribution of food. The message ac- 
companied a report on the subject and 
recommendation for legislation by the 
Reconstruction Commission. 

“The best figures obtainable show 
that there again has been an increase in 
the cost of Iiving in the last six 
months,’’ the Governor wrote. ‘‘ What- 
ever'may be the merits of Federal con- 
trol of food problems, I hold that as a 
State we have not done our duty until 
Wwe exhaust every means in our power 
to secure some improvement in matters 
that so vitally affect the daily lives of 
our people. . 

“No one panacea will reduce the cost 
of living. A patient, many-sided attack 
must be made upon it.. We have food 
legislation of an advanced type on our 
statute books, but it is faulty in some 
respects, and these recommendations 
for legislation will strengthen the ad- 
ministration of food laws of the State. 

“The proposed statute that will make 
hoarding unlawful is aimed to prevent 
the withholding from the market of 
necessary foodstuffs and also the de- 
struction of food when the purpose of 
such destruction is to enhance the price 
or restrict the supply. The proposal to 
license food deaiers and to csro unfair 
trade practices is aimed to control per- 
sons and corporations dealing in food in

Americans Eat t Too High Up on the Hog’ 
And ‘Too Far Back on the Beef, ” Packers Say 





CHICAGO, March 3.—Southern laborers 
who are “eating too high up on the hog". 
(pork chops and ham) and American 
housewives who ‘‘eat too far back on 
the beef "* (porterhouse and round steak) 
are to blame for the continued high cost 
of living, the American Institute of 
Meat Packers announced today. 

With the export market for meat, shat- 
tered by adverse foreign exchange and 
wholesale prices back to where they 
were a year or two ago, the American 
consumer ts chiefly responsible for pres- 
ent high prices, the institute’ s bulletin 
on February conditions says. 

“* At home there was a good volume of 
pork trade during the month," the bul- 
letin says, ‘‘ but consumers seemed to 
want the choice and higher priced cuts. 
High wages in the South have led to 
purchase of choicer cuts‘of pork than in 
former years, and the result {fs a lack 
of sale for heavier cuts of salt pork.” 
Hog prices early in the month were at 


the highest level of the Winter, with 
receipts at the yards 15 to 20 per cent. 
below normal, despite the fact that Gov- 
ernment reports show there is probably 
a large surplus on the farms. 

In, the beef market a ‘factor which 
has had eréat influence upon the beef 
trade has been the relatively strong de- 
mand for hindquarter beef and the poor 
demand ‘for forequarter beef,’* the 
packers state. 

The mutton situation is similar. The 
report says: ‘‘A larger demand from 
the housewife for cuts from the shoulder 
and stew meat would help in equalizing 
prices of all cuts.

WASHINGTON, March 3.—In his fight 
for the nomination for President on the 
Democratic ticket, Attorney General 
Palmer will enter the primaries in Mich- 
igan, as well as Georgia, and probably 
in other States, it was announced to- 
day.

CALLS LOSSES “AMAZING” 





Arnstein Suspected of Only Minor 
Part, He Asserts—Wife Seek-

John T. Dooling, Assistant District 
Attorney, revealed last night that detec- 
tives and officials of District Attorney 
Swann’s staff are investigating a new 
series of recent stock thefts in the 
financial district, and that their quest 
overshadows the search for “ Nicky” 
Arnstein, He said that Arnstein, who 
failed to surrender himself in General 
Sessions yesterday, was suspected of 
having played a part in these thefts, 
but that it was insignificant compared 
with that of criminals now sought by 
New York detectives in this and other 
cities. 

Mr. Dooling laid his hand on a ledger 
on his desk and said: “This beok con- 
tains astounding: information about the 
new series of thefts, but nothing will be 
made public until detectives who left 
this office today arrest certain men.” 
He said the aggregate of losses 
through thefts of securities in the finan- 
cial district had been greatly increased 
in the last few weeks, and that the total 
was amazing. He explained that in sev- 
eral thefts reported in that period bro- 
kerage houses had only recently discov- 
ered they had been victimized. He said 
that in other cases brokers had learned 
of their losses only when stolen securi- 
ties were pledged with them as collat- 
eral. In some cases, he said, brokers 


who had accepted the stolen securities 
had either returned them to the owners 
— them to the District Attorney’s 
e.

OF STOCK BROKERS 





Opinion Regarding Slacer Bill Is 
That Such a Protective 
Measure Is Needed. 





DEALERS WELCOME ‘PLAN 





Officials Also Pleased with Method 
to Curb Fakers and Aid 
Legitimate Qperators. 





Opinion in the financial district yes- 
terday regarding the introduction of the 
Slacer bill at Albany for the licensing 
of dealers in stocks and other. securi- 
ties was generally favorable, and among 
the more conservative dealers even en- 
thusiastic. The latter are glad of any 
provisions for the elimination of the 
thieving promoter of worthless securi- 
ties and intimate that they would be 
glad to see corrective legislation passed 
for the protection of the public and 
themselves, 

‘At the same time there were those 
who were inclined to withhold approva} 
of the new bill until they could have 
the opportunity of studying it. ‘That 
the Hcensing of dealers which would 
follow the taking of evidence that each 
individual applying for such license was 
a responsible citizen, dealing in worth- 
while securities, would be a step forward, 
is generally considered as obvious, but 
as one well known dealer said: 

“Theoretically it is easy to put down 
on paper a plan which apparently would 
eliminate the crook, and fake stock 
jobber, but the application of such a 
plan is another matter. This plan may 
leave no loophole for the undesirable 
dealer, but that is a point to be proved 
later.’’ 

Assistant District Attorneys Edwin P. 
Kilroe and John T. Dooling, in charge 
of the Bureau of Commercial Frauds of 
the District Attorney’s office, said 
yesterday that although they had not 
read the provision of the Slacer bill, 
they welcomed any legislation provid- 
ing for the licensing of stock brokers. 

Any legislation - requiring a. man 
posing as a broker to register informa- 
tion as to his business and previous 
record is a ste ~ ng in the wight direction,’’ 
said Mr. Doolin “‘An honest broker 


has nothing to ear from it, in fact, 
such legislation should be an asset to 


the powers of blue-sky promoters. At

Koeaoue of cancelled war contracts, is $27,-

such damages as are eminently fair and just, 
so that they will eventually be approved and 
paid by the Government.
